“Who told you this?” asked Senator

Winkfield replied that he had left the 
matter of disposing of the letters to 
Stump, and that he was taking care of 
that end. Summiing up, he szid: 

“All that I ever saw taken were tw. 
letters and two copy books. I neve; 
Saw the two letters azgain.”’ 

“What did you receive 
share?’ asked Senator Clapp. 

“I réceived less than $2590." He could 
not recall the exact amount. He said 
that he had an agreement with Stump 
whereby he (Winkfield) vas to receiv: a. 
one-third of what Stump received for 
the letters paid for the use of the copy 
books. 

“Who was to receive the other third?’ 

“His brother-in-law.”

HIS BROTHER FOR 
AN AGUOUNTING) 


[Alleges He and C. C. Spink Had 
Agreement to Divide Profits 
After 15 Years. 


WRITTEN CONTRACT LOST 


Former Promoter Says Brother 
and Nephew Have Made 
$50,000: or More a Year. 


Al H. Spink, former racetrack pro- 
noter and sporting writer, filed suit 
for an accounting Tuesday against his 
brother, Charles C. Spink, and Charles’ 
son, J. G. Taylor Spink. He also names 
as defendants the St. Louis Athletic 
Club and the Sporting News Publishing 


Co. 

Spink alleges that in August, 1895, he 
entered into a written agreement with 
his brother, Charles, whereby he turned 
over to Charles all his interest in the 
St. Louls Athletic Club and the Sport- 


ing News Publishing Co. He says there 
was «a written contract under ‘which 
Charles was to manage these properties 
for 15 years, and that at the end of 
that time Charles was to make an ac- 
counting and turn over to Al one-half 
of all the profits earned in the 15 years. 
Written Contract Lost. 

Al Spink, in his petition, says that 
it further was contracted that Charles 
was to receive a salary of not more 
than $5000 a year for managing the prop- 
erties. 

The _written contract, 
been lost. 

The plaintiff says Charles Spink and 
his S80n have made a large fortune 
through the operation of the Sporting 
News Publishing Co., and that their 
profits have been more than $60,000 a 
year. 

Al Spink once was prominent ag a 
promoter of baseball and horse racing. 
He organized the St. Louis Athletic 
Club to operate a night racetrack, which 
was conducted for several seasons on 
the present site of the McKinley High 
School. 

After turning over. his publishing busi- 
Less to his brother, he took a string of 
horses over the racing circuits and later 
jet and managed a play called “The 
Derby Winner,” which had a realistic 
horse-race scene for its climax. 

Spink says the contract made 
Charles expired in 1910 and there 
been no accounting. His attorney, Peau! 
IM¥illon, says he believes the fact of e 
contract can be established, though the 
document has been lost. 

“Made Carloads of Money.” 

Al Spink supplemented his petition 
with a typewritten statement for pub- 
iication, in which he tells of his long 
and varied career on the turf. 

While he was out on the road with 
“The Derby Winner’’ Company, con- 
sisting of 100 actors and actresses, a 
brass band and a stable of race horses. 
he says, his brother, Charles, remained 
in St. Louis and made money so fast 
that “She soon became a millionaire.”’ 

In the period when Charles was mak- 
ing this fortune, Al, according to his 
statement, ‘“‘made carloads of money and 
lost it again.”

Trorlicht-Duncker Carpet Co. 
Alleges Debt for City and 
Crescent Home Fittings.

Milliken Says Exorbitant Prices 
Are Asked—Payment De- 
manded for Things Returned. 











A suit for $14,305.66 was filed Tuesday 
in the Circuit Court against John T. | 
Milliken, one of the wealthiest men in 


St. Louis, by the Trorlicht-Duncker Car- 


pet Co. The petition states that the 
amount is the balance due for carepts, 
rugs, curtains and other furnishings for 
Milliken’s country home at Crescent, 
Mo., and for his city residence at 1150 


Belt avenue. 

A part of the amount is for salary 
paid to employes of the company in 
painting and embellishing the artiales of 
furniture and draperies in harmony with 
the surroundings in the Milliken resi- 
dences. 

The furnishings were installed during 
the period from Dec. .23, 1911, to August, 
1912, the petition states. The entire bill 
amounted to $19,406.66, according to the 
allegations, and a credit of $5100 is al- 
lowed for a cash payment of $5000 and 
the return of two pictures. 

The articles furnished to Milliken'’s 
city residence amounted to $2383, and the 
Crescent City furnishings cost $17,022.66, 
the petition stateg. 

Milliken’s Contention. 

Milliken said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he made a settlement with 
the firm by agreeing to pay $3200, and 
added that it would hardly be expected 
that he would order $13,000 more on top 
of this settlement. 

He characterized some of the articles 
included in the company’s claim as 
‘“‘junk,’’ and said others were delivered 
without his order. 

Once, he said, he went home and 
found a large painting of farm animals 
hanging there, and was told that it had 
been sent on approval. Another time 
he found a Chinese carved chair. He 
sent both these back, he said. He said 
the company did unnecessary wiring, 
and charged him a high price for some 
painting work.

URGES A CENTRAL BANK

St. Louisan Tells Committee no 
Currency System Is Sound 
Without It. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—‘‘This coun- 
try can never have a sound monetary 
system without a central bank,’ de- 
clared Festus J. Wade of St. Louis, a 
member of the Banking and Currency 
C‘ommittee of the American Bankers’ 
Association, today before the House 
Currency Reform Committee. Wade said 
the so-called Aldrich plan proposed the 
best system that had come under his ob- 
servation. 

Chairman Glass said the Democratic 
party’s declaration against the Aldrich 


Dlan virtually precluded the considera- 


tion of the Central Bank feature and 
asked an opinion on a system of divi- 
fional reserve bank, supervised by a 
central board. 

“You may be able to work that out,” 


the witness replied, ‘“‘but the system will |. 


not be sound without the central bank.’’ 

Wade insisted Democratic opposition 
to a central bank was largely senti- 
mental and recommended the committee 
report a measure similar to the Aldrich 
bill. 

“Whether it is sentiment or the ghost 
of Andrew Jackson,” replied Chairman 
Glass, ‘‘there is an inseparable political 
obstacle to the Aldrich plan.” 

“The financial system of this country 
is the worst in the world,” said Wade. 
“In times of great stress and when 
money panics strike the country, we are 
compelled to call on foreign bankers to 
come to our rescue to relieve the 
strengency in the money market. 

“Our Government bonds are no good. 
The people of the country, that is, the 
small investors at least, do not have 
any confidence in them. This {s why 
these bonds are found in the control of 
a few of the larger banking institutions 
of the country.”

ARMISTICE SINCE DEC, 3 


Adrianople Believed to Be in 
Bad Plight, but Janina Has 
Abundant Supplies. 


By Associated Press. . 

LONDON, Jan. 14.—The decision defi- 
nitely to break up the peace conference 
in London simultaneously with the pre- 
sentation to the Turkish Government of 


the note of the European Powers was 
reached today by the chiefs of the peace 
Gelegations of the Balkan allies. 

The resolution of the representatives 
of Bulgaria, Greece, Montenegro and 
Servia will be communicated to the 
Porte in a formal note. 

At the same time it was decided to 
instruct the commanders of the armed 
forces of the allies in the field to termi- 
nate the armistice which has been in 
operation since Dec. 3. 

The note of the allies is to be worded 
in such a way that it will become ef- 
fective only in the event of the Otto-~- 
man Government refusing compliance 
with the advice given to it by the Am- 
bastadors of the European Powers’ 

Fear Powers Are Too Lenient. 

The members of the Balkan League 
are of the opinion that the note draft- 
ed by the. European diplomats is so di- 
luted that it requires the admixture of 
a vitealizing tonic, and this, they think, 
will supplied by their threat to con- 
tinue hostilities. 

Since that date hostilities between 
Bulgaria and Servia on one side and 
Turkey on the other have ceased. 
Greece, which did not sign the armistice 
protocol, however, has continued fight- 
ing against Turkey, both on sea and 
land, with varying success. 

Montenegro also, which was nominally 
@ party to the armistice, has been en- 
gaged in the interim in many severe 
skirmishes with the troops forming the 
garrison of the Turkish fortress of 
Scutari,, which shows no sign of yield- 
ing. It is believed that the Ottoman 
troops there, most of whom form part 
of the regular army, are fairly well pro- 
vided with food and ammunition, as 
Scutari was always a great center of 
the grain trade and the Turks have a 
considerable arsenal] there. 

Janina, in the south of Epirus, was 
the rallying point for a large force of 
Turkish troops who escaped from Mon- 
astir and other places in Macedonia and 
Albania. The Greeks have closed all ap- 
proaches to the fortress from the south, 
but to the north and west the communi- 
~¢ations are still open and the Turks 
there are able to obtain supplies. 

Adrianople Reports Conflict, 

Conflicting reports as to conditions in 
the great fortress of Adrianople are 
current, but it appears evident that the 
Turkish troops and inhabitants of the 
city are suffering greatly from disease 
end lack of supplies. They have been 
besieged ever since the last week of 
October by the Bulgarians who have 
since been reinforced by large bodies of 
Servians, fresh from their victories on 
the other side of the Balkan peninsula. 

Before the Tchatalja lines defending 
Constantinople there is a great army of 
Bulgarians who are strongly entrenched 
and fronting them are large bodies of 
Turkish troops, some of them the rem- 
_mants of the defeated armies which fle 

before the advancing Bulgarians, and 
others fresh troops brought up from 
the Turkish provinces of Asia Minor. 


Reoumanian King Wants Pay for Re.- 
maining Neutral. 
LONDON, Jan. 14—King Charles of 
Roumania informed the Austrian Minis- 
ter at Bucharest that he had promised 
to postpone his invasion of Bulgaria 
temporarily, but intimated that if Rou- 
mania’s demands for compensation for 
remaining neutral in the war between 
the Balkan allies and Turkey were not 
complied with his troops would occupy 
Certain Bulgarian territory adjoining 

Roumania in the northeast.

IN STATE COURTS 


He Goes Back to Scranton as 
Soon as Senate Removes 
Him From Bench. 


NO EMOTION AT VERDICT 


His Wife Silently Comforts Him 
—‘] Have Done No Wrong,” 
His Only Comment. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Robert W. 
Archbald, found guilty yesterday by the 
United States Senate and removed from 
hig place on the United States Court 
of Commerce and forever barred from 
holding a position of honor or profit un- 
der the United States, is back in his 
home in Scranton, Pa., today, prepared 
to open a law office and resume his 
practice in the State courts. He left 
Washington yesterday with his family 
soon after sentence had been pronounced 
on him. 

“T have always known that I have 
done no wrong. and the vote of no one 
makes it otherwise,”” was Archbald’s 
comment on his conviction on five of the 
13 articles of impeachment brought 
against him. 

Awealted News in Anteroom. 

In a little room on the gallery floor of 
the Senate that for years has been set 
apart for the use of minorities in hold- 
ing conferences, Archbald awaited the 
verdict. He did not appear on the floor 
of the Senate. He was accompanied by 
his wife, the wife of a son, Robert W. 
Archbald Jr., and the wife of M. G. 
Martin, the Scranton lawyer, who as- 
sisted in defending him. 

Hugh Archbald, another son, sat in 
the gallery reserved for the families of 
Senators, near the minority conference 
room, and hurried across the corridor to 
the little group of anxious ones to an- 
nounce that by a vote of 68 to 5 his 
father had been convicted on the first 
article. 

The unwelcome news was received by 
Archbald without a tremor or a flicker 
of the eyelids. He betrayed no emo- 
tion. Mrs. Archbald, the wife of the 
jurist, maintained the samé attitude. She 
laid a comforting hand on the arm of 
her life partner, desiring to assure him, 
without words, of her continued trust 
and sympathy. 

Prepared for the Result. 

Others of the party took the verdict 
with equal calmness and apparent un- 
concern. Ordinary topics were discussed 
between roll calls. All of them had 
been prepared in the last two or three 
days for the conclusions reached. Prior 
to that time they had been optimistic 
and expected a different result. 

After learning that the full degree of 
constitutional punishment had . been 
meted out to him, Archbald quietly be- 
gan arranging for his departure. All the 
preliminary plans had been made. Ac- 
companied by members of his family, he 
took a late train for Scranton.

LIED WITH MAN 
AFTER CONVICTION, 
BUT GETS DIVORCE 


Wife’s Condoning Offense in 
Parole Period Helped Her 
Case, Says Judge Grimm. 


Although Mrs. Mamie Klinkhardt lived 
as the wife of George A. Klinkhardt 
after she knew he had been convicted of 
grand larceny, the fact that he was on 
parole at the time prevented her act 


from being a condonation of his offense 
which would bar her from a divorce, 
Judge Grimm decided Tuesday, in giving 
a decree to her. 

The Klinkhardts were married at Ed- 
wardsville in January, 1911, and the hus- 
band afterward taught a country school 
mear Caruthersville, Mo. There he was 
convicted of larceny early in 1912, but 
was paroled by Judge Farris. Klinkhardt 
and his wife lived together in St. Louis 
until the following July, when the pa- 
role was revoked and he was sent to 
the penitentiary. 

Mrs. Klinkhardt asked a divorce on 
the ground that her husband Is a con- 
vict. The defendant was represented 
by an attorney, who contended that as 
she had lived with him after his con- 
viction she had condoned his fault. 

“To hold that the conduct of a wife 

under these circumstances would estop 
her from asserting her right to a dl- 
vorce,” said Judge Grimm, “‘in the event 
her efforts to help her fallen husband 
should fail, would be contrary not only 
to the, policy of the law, but shocking 
to a court of justice. 
“Her loyalty, so far from prejudicing- 
her rights in a court of justice, should 
have no other effect than that of making 
her position all the more secure.”

DEAF MUTE TELLS 
STORY IN COURT 
BY INTERPRETER 


Woman Signals Questions to 
Witness and Translates His 
Silent Answers. 


The sign language is part of the evi- 
dence in the trial of the $4500 damage 
Suit of William Becker, 16 years old, 
against Rudolph Koehler in Judge 
Rassieur’s Court. Becker, who is deaf 


but can talk, was run over, by the de- 
fendant’s automobile truck A 1911, 
on Marceau street, near Polk street. 
His left leg was broken. 

William D. Theurer, 400 East Marceau 
street, a deaf mute, was the first wit- 
ness examined for the plaintiff. His 
testimony~ was interpreted by Miss 
Pearl Herdman, a teacher in the Gal- 
laudet School. As the attorneys in the 
Case asked the questions Miss Herdman 
repeated them in the sign language to 
the witness, and the examination of the 
deaf mute was conducted more expedi- 
tiously than that of the average wit- 
neags. 

Theurer testified he was sitting in 
front of his home holding his baby 
when the accident to the plaintiff oc- 
curred. His ewn son and the Becker 
bey were each rolling a hoop in the 
street. They had started across the 
street, the Theurer boy in the lead, 
when the truck ran down the Becker 
toy. —~ 

The witness was unable to tell whether 
the driver of the truck or the boy was 
to blame for the accident. Contributory 
negligence is alleged by the defense. 
Becker lives with his father, John P.

QUARANTINING OF 
INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL 


115 Cases Are Found in Cul- 
tures Examined by the City 
Bacteriologist. 


The Industrial Schom was placed un- 
der quarantine Tuesday, as the result 
of a newly discovered epidemic of diph- 
theria at the institution. Supt. John W. 
Major has notified parents of children 
confined there that they will not be al- 
lowed to visit the school until all traces 
of the disease are stamped out. All 
employes will be required to board at 
the institution and will not be allowed 
to leave while the disease is prevalent. 

he school was placed under the di- 
rection of the Board of Health at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians Monday night. Mayor Kreis- 
mann ordered the school closed and the 
removakof infected children to isolation 
hospitals. The bakery at the school 
Was closed down and bread for the va- 
rious penal and eleemosynary institu- 
tions will be obtained from other 
sources. 

One hundred and fifteen cases of diph- 
theria were found in cultures examined 
by City Bacteriologist Downey W. Har- 
ris. Thirty-eight children have been 
removed to the City Isolation Hospital, 
all the building will accommodate. Of 
these, 12 patients are in a serious con- 
dition from diphtheria. The others have 
developed cultures. There are 364 chil- 
dren in the school. 

Dr. E. T. Mulford, Industrial School 
physician, *and 26 instructors and em- 
ployes are segregated, with the children 
remaining at the school. Those infected 
will be taken to isolated buildings Tues- 
day and those who have not become in- 
fected will be watched closely for symp- 
toms of diphtheria. 

The day before Thanksgiving several 
cases of diphtheria were discovered at 
the Industrial School and the institution 
was closed 14 days. Six clinical cases 
developed and 179 cultures were taken. 
No deaths resulted. The school was 
fumigated Dec. 19, when no more traces 
of infection were found.

LOBBY FOR RAISE 


Patrolmen, Sergeants and Spec- 
ials Fail to Pull Together for 
Increase in Pay. 





Among the busiest little bands of lob- 
byists at Jefferson City during the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature will be 
the representatives of the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department, who are asking the 
passage of three measures. Three sets 
of committees are at work. 

Like Oliver Twist, in Dickens’ 
all of them are asking for more. The 
patrolmen and sergeants want more 
pay; the lieutenants and captains want 
more leisure and the department heads 
want more patrolmen. Already the va- 
rious movements have brought friction 
into the department, 


Increase in Pay Wanted. 
The bill providing for an increase of 


$20 a month in the salary of sergeants 
and $10 a month in the salary of patrol- 
men does not seem to be meeting with 
much support from the patrolmen. 

It was intended to create a fund for 
the purpose of paying attorneys’ fees 
for drawing up the bill and notice was 
sent to the various districts for dona- 
tions. The Angelica Street, Laclede 
Avenue and Magnolia Avenue Districts 
made no response. Other districts con- 
tributed small amounts, one district 
sending in $4. 

It was contended by the patrolmen 
that the sergeants were asking too 
much of an increase. The promoters of 
the bill said they were working only in 
the interest of the department as a 
whole.

Detectives’ Pay Sought. 

Another proposed bill, submitted by 
special officers, Who work as detectives 
but rank as patrolmen, provided for an 
increase in the salaries of the specials 
from $9) to $115 a month. Detectives get 
$115 a month. The committee in charge 
of the various measures refused to em- 
body the request of the specials in any 
of the bills to be introduced, so the spe- 
cilals engaged an attorney and are hav- 
ing a bill of their own drawn up. 
The captains and lieutenants, in a sep- 
arate bill, will ask that their working 
hours be reduced from 12 to eight hours 
a day. This will necessitate the ap- 
pointment of 14 second lieutenants at 
$150 each a month. This proposed meas- 
ure has not met with any noticeable op- 
position. 

The Police Board, the Chief of Police 
and the Chief of Detectives are agreed 
that the department is in need of ad- 
ditional patrolmen, and Attorney 
Thomas L. Anderson has been retained 
to draw a Dill providing such increase. 

Bill for More Patrolmen. 
Anderson's bill will provide for -% 
additional detectives, 138% patrolmen in- 
stead of 1250 as at present, and 100 pro- 
bationaries in place of 150 under the 
present system, 

The Police Board and the Chiefs are 
cognizant of the fact that many pro- 
bationaries are still waiting to become 
full fledged patrolmen, although they 
have been in the department more than 
two years and have proven themselves 
first-class men. The law provides for 
only 1250 patrolmen, and the _ probation- 
aries have tc wait until there is a va- 
cancy in that rank. 

The increase of 50 patrolmen to be 
provided for in Anderson’s bill w‘ll make 
room for probationaries entitled to pro- 
motion. 

The chiefs refused to discuss the sit- 
uation Tuesday and stated the proposed 
measures were in the hands of the com- 
mittee appointed to promote them.

Ko Ji Yamada, a 
Nipponese, with all his wizardry of the

who as a boy stood on a soap box to 
learn the game and who now sits ona 


throne at the head of the great colony 
of cueists. 

But Yamada is a wonder nevertheless. 
He has been playing the game less than 
four years and has had the advantage 
of American training only three months. 
In his first tilt with George Slosson, in 
their 2000-point match at Peterson's 
Monday evening, the Jap yielded 400—356, 
but the vanquished made a run of 121 
against a sequence of 68 for Slosson. 

Yamada is just learning the game. 
He lacks the dash and confidence of the 
better American players, being inclined 
to ‘“‘fiddle’’ over many shots that a 
Hoppe or a Sutton would swing into 
without a moment’s hesitation. He's 
weak: on open-table shots, but a demon 
at close and delicate’ play. 

Yamada Strong on Masse. 

He made good the many things said 
ebout him as an exponent of the masse. 
Indeed, as an ambidextrous masse play- 
er he has few equals. At that, though, 
he’s a bit stiff in making this trying 
shot. However, he pulled one across- 
the-table masse Monday evening that 
brought down the house. He can make 
the tvories behave beautifully. 

Tmtil the Jap learns the three-cushion 
game he never will be a serious factor in 
the fight for Hoppe’s crown. However, 
Yamada has refused to meéet Pedro Mau- 
yome, the Mex, in a three-cushion match 
here. He says he’s bent on mastering the 
balkline game at present and will not change 
to the long angle game. 

Hoppe is almost equally as good at three 
cushions as he is at nursing the ivories in 
dalkline. Willie's ability to play the long 
*““eollect’’ the balls gives him a decided edge 
over his rivals and makes him \a much 
‘stronger player than the Jap. Withal that. 
che Oriental beat the boy wonder in the re- 
cent championship 18.2 tournament game in 
New York, although Hoppe came on and 
took the title, retrieving his defeat against 
the invader. 

Hoppe and Yamada are about the same 
age. But Hoppe has been playing since he 
climbed from his crib, while Yamada claims 
to have taken up the game only four years 
ago. If the visitor is giving us the right 
dope, he stands @ royal good chance of some 
day being a militant factor in the fight to 
overthrow Hoppe. But he has a lot to learn.
